THE LIQUOR TRADE DECLINING. 


W e are informed by the Troy 
Pres* that 
there is a v ery great decline in the p rotits of 
the retail liquor trade, as com p ared with for­ 
mer years. 
The Press has excep tional op p or­ 
tu nities for inform ation on this subject, as 
the liquor trade is at its best estate in Troy. 
But ev en there, we are told that “ the saloon 
business does not yield a better av erage p rofit 
than other callin g , and there are thousands 
in the country who would gladly seek a dif­ 
ferent business if a fav orite chance p resented 
itself.” 
Am ong the causes for the decline 
are mentioned the tem p erance agitation, high 
license and restrictiv e and p rohibitory laws, 
and the grow th of an adv erse p ublic senti­ 
ment. 
Besides, the frequent m utations of 
the law work hardship , and the fact is men 
tioned that tictwccn 2,000 and 3,000 dealers and 
bar tenders in Boston and about 5.000 in 
Philadelp hia hav e been driv en out of their 
v ocations entirely by high lire rise. The Press 
concludes that “ the retail liqu or trade is no 
longer esp ecially attractiv e in a financial 
sense, and shrewd men are generally tu rning 
their attention to less p erilous p ursuits, where 
they will be free from the ap p rehension of 
constant and costly interv ention by the au ­ 
thorities.” 
These facts can hardly fail to hav e their ef­ 
fect up on the contest now going on Iretween 
the liquor men and the tem p erance sentim ent 
of the country. 
In this state the trade is 
m aking a desp erate struggle against exter­ 
mination. and p ou ring its money into the 
coffers of the p arty that p retends to cham ­ 
p ion its cause. 
How long cau 
it hold 
out if the p rofits continue to dim inish ? The 
“ shrewd men" of the trade hav e the sense to 
discern that it is a losing fight with them , and 
arc looking up other business. 
The Press 
says that ev en in this the outlook is not en­ 
couraging, for almost all occup ations are 
ov ercrowded, thu s m aking it “ doubly diffi­ 
cu lt for a man to find decently p aying em ­ 
p loyment or bnsiness in lines with which be 
is not fam iliar.” 
And yet we hav e an imp ression that other 
lines of business will grow as the v olume of 
the liquor trade is redu ced. 
The latter has 
the adv antage, of course, of absorbing the 
entire earnings of the great bulk of its cu s­ 
tomers, which would not go wholly to any 
single dealer if those custom ers should be­ 
come sober. 
But here is a scheme. 
Su p ­ 
p ose the saloon keep er who is going to giv e 
up his business to enter the grocery trade, 
should make a league with all of his p atrons 
to come and buy of him their family su p ­ 
p lies. 
Sup p ose the men who enter the dry­ 
goods, meat, 
baker’s, milk, clothing and 
other trades should do the same. 
The cu s­ 
tom ers of these different p ersons would dis­ 
tribu te their p atronage am ong them , and there 
is no reason why it should not be as large as 
before. 
In reality it would be m uch larger 
because the reformed custom er would earn 
more and hence be able to buy more, and of 
course bis fam ily would soon begin to eat 
le tte r food, wear better clothes, and require 
a general enlargem ent of all the com forts of 
life. 
Thete will be no loss to business when the 
liqu or trade is closed 
u p . 
It p u ts a blight 
up on ev ery business by destroying the u sefu l­ 
ness of men who would, if alw ays sober, con­ 
tribu te their share to the p rogress of business. 
By and by the saloons w ill hav e to go, in 
obedience to p ublic sentim ent. 
Prohibitory 
laws will not close them ou t where the tem ­ 
p erance sentim ent is not in the m ajority, bu t 
the grow th of that sentim ent will starv e them 
ou t. law or no law. 
And the statem ents that 
we hav e quoted from the T roy Press, a well 
inform ed and reliable au thority, are a p rocla­ 
m ation of the l>eginning of the end. 


ANTI-NEPOTISM RUN MAD. 


Mr. Jenks, Clev eland's Solicitor of the 
Treasu ry, came out ot his office w ith as hon­ 
orable a rep u tation as any m em ber of the la'e 
adm inistration, and when the tim e came for 
bis resignation to take effect, it was accep ted 
w ith a v ery strong and earnest exp ression of 
regret by Secretary W indom . 
Now Mr 
Jen ks comes forw ard w ith an op inion of At 
torney General Miller, to whose elev ation to 
the Sup rem e bench the Dem ocrats are rais­ 
ing objections on the grou nd that he is a 
sm all and obscure lawyer, and that, bav in 
been the p artner of the President, his ap ­ 
p ointm ent w ould be a v ery nep otic act. 
And 
Mr. Jen ks’s op inion can really be p ronounced 
a good if not a flattering one. 
Says he: “ I 
am about conv inced that Mr. Miller is the 
ablest man in the Cabinet, 
lie has brains 
and courage, and has confidence enough in 
his ability to act on his conclusions. 
1 feel 
p retty sure that Mr. Miller was the m ainstay 
of the firm of H arrison A Miller. 
It strikes 
me that the President has always leaned 
up on him . 
A better man than M iller could 
not hav e been ap p ointed, aud the p eop le who 
frow ned up on his ap p o^p tinent because he 
was u nknow n arc lieginning to see that he is 
a man of great ability.” 
W hen the late Mr. M anning was ap p ointed 
Secretary of the Treasu ry, the objection was 
raised that the office was giv en him for p oliti­ 
cal serv ices rendered, and because of the inti­ 
m ate relations between Mr. Clev eland and 
him self. 
But when ou r Rep resentativ es w ent 
to W ashington and began to send home th eir 
im p ressions of the adm inistration, they w ith 
one v oice p ronounced Mr. M anning the ablest 
m an in the Cabinet. 
And so it p rov ed. 
The 
failu re of Mr. M anning’s health and his neces­ 
sary retirem ent was the greatest calam ity that 
befell Mr. Clev eland’s adm inistration. 
M any 
blu ndering ap p ointm ents were made, bu t Mr 
Clev eland exp lained that they were du e to bis 
ignorance of the characters and abilities of 
the ap p licants. 
But in selecting the one man 
whom he knew intim ately he made no m is­ 
take, and if he could hav e had Mr. M anning 
close at hand and treated him as his wisest 
au d most reliable adv iser till the end of his 
term , his adm inistration m ight hav e had a 
v ery different ending. 
An honest and capable President should be 
trusted when he calls into the serv ice a few 
men whom he knows best. 
They may be 
his partners or his cousins, but it should be 
assumed in their fav or that the appointing 
power is so well informed in regard to them 
that he is sure of good serv ice. 
Recently 
President Harrison appointed his brother to 


i Marshalship in Tennessee. 
He was ap- 
lointed because his neighbors, Democrats as 
v eil as Republicans, asked the place for him 
ind united enthusiastically in commending 
dm. 
The life of a United States Marshal 
.tnoug the moonshiners o t the Tennewee 


m ountains is not an easy one, and there are 
deadly 
p erils 
in 
w ait 
at 
ev ery 
step 
taken in the p erform ance 
of du ty. 
If 
H arrison’s brother was willing to accep t this 
arduous, dangerous and p oorly-p aid office, 
no other m an ou ght to hav e been thou ght of. 
lie is at least safer from the m urderous tricks 
of the moonshiners thau another mau would 
be, because his relationship to the President 
is calculated to insp ire law breakers with re 
sp ect and a wholesome fear that if he is 
harm ed they will be hu nted down and p u n­ 
ished. 
It would p robably lie a fortu nate 
thing for the cou ntry if the President had 
brothers enough to fill all the dangerous ol- 
fices and they had the courage to accep t them. 
There is a good deal of hum bug in this 
howl of nep otism. 


PITCAIRN ISLAND. 


The bark M ikado from San Francisoo 
brought to New Y ork yesterday some news 
from Pitcairn Island. 
The p assage 
from 
San Francisco was m ade in 122 days, and the 
vessel on its wav touched on this lonely island 
in the South Pacific ami receiv ed a v isit from 
its interesting p eop le. 
This island is in 25 
degrees outh slalitu de and 130 west latitude. 
It stands almost alone in the Pacific, about 
350 miles west from Boliv ia. 
Ninety-nine years ago nine m utineers from 
the British ship B ou nty were left up on this 
island. 
They induced six men and twelv e 
women from T ahiti to join them, and from 
this group has grown the colony that now in­ 
habits the island. 
The p op ulation, alxmt 300 
in all, became too latge for the 1,500 acres 
which the island contains, and an offshoot 
settlement was established on N orfolk island 
about thirty-tw o years ago. 
The p op ulation 
now liv ing on Pitcairn island is 117. These 
p eop le ate gov erned by a chief m agistrate 
and dep uty, who are elected yearly. 
All 
p rojK rty is owned in common, and money is 
not known. 
The p eop le liv e in cottages, 
raise all m anner of fru its and v egetables, and 
find abundance of fish in the sea. 
They are 
Christians in religion, hav e a church and 
■cliool, and are well educated and intelligent. 
Sickness and crime are p ractically u nknow n. 
W hen the Mikado hov e to in Bounty Bay, 
two large boat--, called the “ Queen V ictoria" 
and “ Adm iral D rew ,” came off to meet it. 
The chief m agistrate, Russell McCoy, came 
on board dressed in a white suit and felt hat, 
and wearing a rose boutonniere. 
The p eo­ 
p le on the boats brought melons, yam s, 
oranges, p ineap p les, v egetables, and a bou ­ 
quet of flowers the like of which the crew 
had nev er seen, sav e a rose and a v ariety of 
geranium. 
For these things they declined to 
accep t money, saying it was of no use to 
them. 
The Cap tain thereup on p resented 
them with a suit of clothes, and some coffee, 
bacon and soap . T hey gav e him about tw enty 
letters to forward, m ost of them for T ahiti. 
T heir only com m unication with the outside 
world is once in eighteen months, when a 
British man-of-war touches there, 
These p eop le ap p ear to be fu rnishing the 
world a lesson of life in its simp lest form . 
T heir little island sup p lies them w ith all the 
necessaries of life. 
By and by am bitious 
Englishm en will build factories, op en stores 
and start saloons on the island. 
The p eop le 
will throu gh these agencies get a new adv ance 
in civ ilization. 
W ill they lie belter off ?

TUE LIQUOR TRADE DECL1MSG. 


W e are inform ed by the Troy Pre** I bat 
there is a very great decline in the profile o f 
the retail liquor trade, as compared with for­ 
mer years. 
The Pre** has exceptional oppor­ 
tunities for inform ation on this subject, as 
the liquor trade is at its last estate in Troy. 
But even there, we are told that “ the saloon 
business does not yield a better average profit 
than other callings, and there are thousands 
in the country who w ould gladly seek a d if­ 
ferent business if a favorite chance presontul 
itself.’’ 
Am ong the causes for the decline 
are mentioned the temperance agitation, high 
license and restrictive nod prohibitory laws, 
and the growth of an adverse public senti­ 
ment. 
Besides, the frequent mutations of 


the law work hardship, and the fact is m en­ 
tioned that la tw een 2,000 and 3,000 dealers ucd 
bar tenders in Boston and about 5.000 in 
Philadelphia have been driven out of their 
vocations entirely bv high license. The /Y<m 
con clu d is that “ the retail liquor trade is no 
longer especially attractive in a financial 
sense, and shrewd men arc generally turning 
their attention to less petilous pursuits, w here 
they will be free from the apprehension of 
constant and costly intervention bv the au­ 
thorities.’’ 


These facts can hardly fail to have their ef 
feet upon the contest now going on lie!ween 
the liquor men and the temperance sentiment 
o f the country, 
lo this state the trade is 
m aking a desperate struggle against exter­ 
m ination. und pouring its m oney into the 
coffers of the party that pretends to ch am ­ 
pion 
its cause. 
How long eau 
it 
hold 
out if the profits continue to d im in ish * The 


“ shrewd m en” of the trade have the scow to 
discern that it is a losing fight w ith them, and 
arc looking up other business 
The /Vt** 
says that even in this the outlook is not en ­ 
couraging, 
for alm ost all occupations arc 
overcrowded, thus m aking it “ doubly d iffi­ 


cult for a man lo find decently paying em ­ 
ploym ent or business in lines with which be 


is not fam iliar.” 
And yet we have an impression that other 
lines o f business will grow as the volum e of 


the liquor trade is reduced 
The latter has 
the advantage, o f course, of absorbing the 
entire earnings of the great bulk o f its cus 
touter*. which w ould not go w holly to any 
single dealer if those custom ers should be­ 
com e sober. 
But here is a schem e.

I misc the saloon keejxr w ho is going to give 
up his busine-* to enter the grocery trade, 
should make a league with all of Ids patrons 
to com e and buy of him their fam ily sup­ 
plies. 
Suppose the men wIna enter the dry- 
good*, meat, 
baker's, m ilk, clothing und 
other trades should do the same. 
The cus­ 
tomer* of tho* difft rent persons would di- 


tribute their patronage am ong them , and there 
is no rca-ou why it should not be as large as 
I ie fore, 
in reality it would lie much larger* 
localise the reformed 
custom er would carn 


uiore and hence Im* able to buy more, und of 
course Id* fam ily w ould soon begin to cut 
latter food, wear ladler clotho*, aud require 
n general enlargem ent of all the com forts of 
life. 
There w ill Is* no loss to business when the 
liquor trade is d osed 
up. 
It 
puts a blight 
upon every business by destroying the use fu l­ 
ness of men who w ould, if alw ays solar, con ­ 
tribute their share to the progress o f business. 
By and by the saloon* will

olsslien ce to public sentim ent.

Mr. Jenks, C leveland’* Solicitor of the 
Treasury, l ame out of his office with as h on ­ 
orable a reputation as any m ember of die la'e 
adm inistration, and when lite tim e cam e for 
his resignation to take effect, it was accepted 
with a very Strong and earliest expression of 
regret by Secretary 
W indom . 
N ow 
Mr. 
Jenks com es forward with an opinion o f A t­ 
torney General Miller, to whose elevation to 
the Suprem e bench the Democrats are rais­ 
ing objections on the ground that he is a 
sm all and obscure law yer, und that, having 
been the partner o f the 
President, LL* ap- 
|iointm eot w ould he a very nepotic act. 
And 
Mr. Jenks’* opinion can really la; pronounced 


a good if not a nattering one. 
Say* he: “ I 
nm about convinced that Mr. Miller is the 
ablest man in Hie Cabinet. 
Ile has brains 
nod courage, and bas confidence enough in 
bis ability lo act on his conclusions. 
I feel 
preity sure that Mr. Miller was the m ainstay 
o f the firm o f Harrison ii Miller. 
It strikes 
me that the President has alw ays leaned 
upon him . 
A better man than Miller could 
not have been appointed, and the people w ho 
frow ned upon hit appointm ent because he 
w as unknown arc lieginm ng to see that he is 
a man of great ab ility.’’ 
W hen the late Mr. M anning was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury, the objection wa* 
raised that the office was given him for politi­ 
cal services rendered, and because of (be inti­ 
m ate relations between Mr. Cleveland and 
him self. 
But when our Ile presen tatives went 
to W ashington and bogan to send hom e their 
Impressions of the adm inistration, they with 
one voice piooounced Mr. M anning the ablest 
m an in the Cabinet. 
And so it proved. 
T he 
failure of Mr. M anning’s health and bis neces­ 
sary retirement was the greatest calam ity that 
befell Mr. Cleveland’s adm inistration. 
M any 
blundering appointm ents were made. but Mr, 
Cleveland explained that they were due (o b is 
ignorance o f the characters and abilities of 
the applicants. 
But in selecting the one man 
w hom he knew intim ately he made no m is 
take, and if he could have had Mr. M anning 
close at hand and treated him as his wisest 
aud most reliable adviser till the end o f his

PITCAIRN ISLAND. 


T he bark 
M ikado from 
San Krancisoo 
Oro light to New York yesterday som e news 
from Pitcairn Island. 
The 
passage 
from 
San Francisco was m ade iu 122 days, and the 
vessel on its way touched on this lonely island 
in the South Pacific and received a visit from 
its interesting people. 
This island is in 25 
degrees outh slalitudc and 130 west latitude. 
It stands almost alone in the Pacific, about 


350m ile* west from Bolivia. 
Ninety nine years ago nine m utineers from 
the British slop Bounty were li ft upon tins 


island. 
T hey induced six men and tw elve 
women from Tahiti to join them, 
and from 
this group has grown the colony that now in­ 
habits the island. 
T he population, alxiut 300 
in all. became too huge for the 1,500 acres 


w hich the i-land contains, and an offshoot 
settlement was established on N orfolk island 
about thirty-tw o years ago. 
The population 
now living on Pitcairn island is 117. These 
people ale governed by a chief m agistrate 
and deputy, who are elected yearly. 
AU 
profs rty is ow ned in com m on, and inouey is 
not known. 
T he people live in cottages, 
raise* itll manner of fruits and vegetable's, and 


find abundance of fish in lite sea. 
T hey are 
Christians in religion, have a church and 
school, and arc we ll educated and intelligent. 
Sickness and crim e tire practically unknow n. 
W hen the MikaJ > hove to in Bounty Bay, 
tw o large* boat*, called the “ Q ueen V ictoria” 
and “ Admiral D rew ,” cam e off to meet it. 
T he chief magistrate, Rum* ll M cCoy. < ame 
on board dressed in a white suit and felt hat, 
and wearing a rose lsm tonniere. 
T he peo­ 
ple on 
the boats brought 
m elons, yam s, 
oranges, pin-apple*. vegetables, ami a l>ou- 
quet of flowers the like of w hich the crew 
had never w en, save a r >*e and a variety of 
geranium. 
For these things they declined to 
accept m oney, saying it was o f no use lo 
them. 
The Captain 
thereupon presented 
Diem w ith a suit o f clothes, and 'mine coffee, 
bacon ami soap. T hey gave him al*>ut tw enty 
letters to forward, m o-t of them for T ahiti. 
Their only com m unication with the outside 


world is once in eighteen m onths, when a 
British man-of-war touches there. 
These people appear to In* furnishing the 
world a lesson of life in its sim plest form . 
Their little island supplies them w itll all the 


necessaries of life. 
By and by am bitious 
Englishm en w ill build factories, open stores 
and start saloons on die island.

THE LIQUOR TRADE DECLINING. 


W e are informed by the Troy Press that 
there is a very great decline in the protits of 
the retail liquor trade, as compared with for­ 
mer years. 
The Press has exceptional oppor­ 
tunities for information on this subject, as 
the liquor trade is at its best estate in Troy. 
But even there, we are told that “ the saloon 
business does not yield a better average profit 
than other ca llin g , and there are thousands 
in the country who would gladly seek a d if­ 
ferent business if a favorite chance presented 
itself.” 
Am ong the causes for the decline 
are mentioned the temperance agitation, high 
license and restrictive aud prohibitory laws, 
and the growth of an adverse public senti­ 
ment. 
Besides, the frequent mutations of 
the law work hardship, and the fact is m en­ 
tioned that between 2,000 and 3,000 dealers and 
bar tenders in Boston and about 5,000 in 
Philadelphia have been driven out of their 
vocations entirely by high license. The Press 
concludes that “ the retail liquor trade is no 
longer especially attractive in a financial 
sense, and shrewd men are generally turning 
their attention to less perilous pursuits, where 
th ey will be free from the apprehension of 
constant and costly intervention by the au 
thorities.” 
These facts can hardly fail to have their ef­ 
fect upon the contest now going on Iretween 
the liquor men and the temperance sentiment 
o f the country. 
In this state the trade is 
m aking a desperate struggle against exter­ 
m ination, and pouring its m oney into the 
coffers of the party that pretends to cham 
pion its cause. 
llow long can 
it hold 
out if the profits continue to dim inish ? The 
“ shrewd m en” of the trade have the sense to 
discern that it is a losing fight with them, and 
arc looking up other business. 
The Press 
says that even in this the outlook is not en­ 
couraging, 
for almost all occupations are 
overcrowded, thus m aking it “ doubly diffi­ 
cult for a man to find decently paying 
ploym ent or bnsiness in lines with which he 
is not fam iliar.” 
And yet we have an impression that other 
lines of business w ill grow as the volum e of 
the liquor trade is reduced. 
The latter has 
the advantage, of course, of absorbing the 
entire earnings of the great bulk of its cus 
tomers. which would not go w holly to any 
single dealer if those custom ers should be 
com e sol>cr. 
But here is a schem e. 
Sup 
pose the saloon keeper who is going to give 
up his business to enter the grocery trade 
should make a league with all of his patrons 
to com e and buy of him their fam ily sup 
plies. 
Suppose the men who enter the dry­ 
goods, meat, 
baker’s, milk, 
clothing and 
other trades should do the same. 
The cus 
turners of these different persons would dis­ 
tribute their patronage am ong them , and there 
is no reason w hy it should not lie as large 
before. 
In reality it would be much larger 
because the reformed custom er would earn 
more and hence be able to buy more, and of 
course his fam ily would soon begin to eat 
lietter food, wear lietter clothes, and require 
a general enlargement of all the com forts of 
life. 
There w ill lie no loss to business when the 
liquor trade is closed up. 
It puts a blight 
upon every business by destroying the useful­ 
ness of men who would, if alw ays sober, eon 
tribute their share to the progress of business.

T he bark Mikado from San Franeisoo 
brought to New York yesterday some news 
from Pitcairn Island. 
Tbc 
passage 
from 
San Franc isco was made in 122 days, aud ibe 
vessel on its wav touched on this lonely island 
in the South Pacific and received a visit from 
its interesting people. 
T his island is in 25 
degrees outh slalitude and 130 west latitude. 
It stands almost alone in the Pacific, about 
350 m iles west from Bolivia. 
N inety-nine years ago nine mutineers from 
the British ship Bounty were left upon this 
island. 
They induced six men and twelve 
women from Tahiti to join them, 
and from 
this group has grown the colony that nowT in­ 
habits the island. 
The population, about 300 
in all, became too laige for the 1,500 acres 
which the islaud contains, and au offshoot 
settlement was established on N orfolk island 
about thirty-two years ago. 
The population 
now living on Pitcairn island is 117. These 
people are governed by a chief magistrate 
and deputy, who are elected yearly. 
All 
pro|>erty is owned in com m on, and money is 
not known. 
T he people live in cottages, 
raise all manner of fruits and vegetables, and 
find abundance of fish in the sea. 
Tbev are 
Christians in religion, have a church and 
ehool, and arc well educated and intelligent. 
Sickness and crime are practically unknown. 
W hen the Mikado hove to in Bounty Bay, 
two large boat-!, called the “ Queen Victoria" 
and “ Admiral D rew ,” cam e off to meet it. 
The chief magistrate, Russell M cCoy, came 
on board dressed in a white suit and felt hat, 
and wearing a rose boutonniere. 
The peo 
pie on the boats brought melons, yams, 
oranges, piuoapples, vegetables, and a bou­ 
quet of flowers the like of which the crew 
had never seen, save a rose and a variety of 
inium. 
For these things they declined to 
accept m oney, saying it was of 
no use to 
them. 
The Captain thereupon preseuted 
them w ith a suit of clothes, and some coffee, 
bacon and soap. They gave him about twenty 
letters to forward, most of them for Tahiti. 
Their only com m unication with the outside 
world is once in eighteen months, when 
British man-of-war touches there, 
These people appear to lie furnishing the 
world a lesson of life in its simplest form. 
Their little island supplies them with all the 
necessaries of life. 
B y and by ambitious 
Englishm en will build factories, open stores 
and start saloons on the island. 
The people 
w ill through these agencies get a new advance 
in civilization. 
W ill they lie belter off ?

Mr. Jenks, Cleveland’s Solicitor of the 
Treasury, came out ot his office w ith as hon­ 
orable a reputation as any member of the late 
adm inistration, and when the tim e came for 
his resignation to take effect, it was accepted 
w ith a very strong and earnest expression of 
icgrct by Secretary 
W indom . 
N ow Mr. 
Jenks comes forward w ith an opinion of A t­ 
torney General Miller, to whose elevation to 
the Supreme bench the Democrats are rais­ 
in g objections on the ground that he is a 
sm all and obscure lawyer, and that, having 
been the partner of the President, his ap­ 
pointm ent would be a very nepotic act. 
And 
Mr. Jenks’s opinion can really be prouounced 
a good if not a flattering one. 
Says he: “ I 
am about convinced that Mr. M iller is the 
ablest man in the Cabinet. 
H e has brains 
and courage, and has confidence enough in 
his ability to act on his conclusions. 
I feel 
pretty sure that Mr. M iller was the mainstay 
o f the firm of Harrison *fc Miller. 
It strikes 
me that the President has alw ays leaned 
upon him . 
A better man than M iller could 
not have been appointed, aud the people who 
frow ned upon his appt^ptment because he 
w as unknown are lieginning to see that he is 
a man of gTeat ability.” 
W hen the late Mr. M anning was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury, the objection was 
raised that the office was given him for politi­ 
cal services rendered, and because of the inti­ 
m ate relations between Mr. Cleveland and 
him self. 
But when our Representatives went 
to W ashington and began to send home their 
im pressions of the adm inistration, they with 
one voice pronounced Mr. M anning the ablest 
man in the Cabinet. 
And so it proved. 
The 
failure of Mr. M anning’s health and his neces­ 
sary retirement was the greatest calam ity that 
befell Mr. Cleveland’s adm inistration. Many 
blundering appointm ents were made, but Mr, 
Cleveland explained that they were due to his 
ignorance o f the characters and abilities of 
the applicants. 
But in selecting the one man 
w hom he knew intim ately be made no m is­ 
take, and if lie could have had Mr. Manning 
close at hand and treated him as his wisest 
and most reliable adviser till the end of his 
term , his adm inistration m ight have had a 
very different ending. 
An honest and capable President should be 
trusted when be calls into the service a few 
m en whom he knows best.

THE BOY JOHN BURROUGHS.

John Burroughs, naturalist and author, 
whose hom e is in the town of Esopus, Ulster 
County, w as horn iu a farm-house on a cross­ 
road fro.n the upper end of West Settlem ent 
to Roxburv villag e, Delaware County, now 
ovvDed by II. 
J. 
Burroughs. 
J ohn B ur­ 
roughs is the son of Chauncey Burroughs, 
and lias brothers and other relatives now liv ­ 
ing in that vicinity. 
In 
Wide Awake Mr. 
Burroughs writes about his old hom e, under 
the caption of “ A Glance Backward,” as fol­ 
lows : 
For 39 years or more I have been afliicted 
with a sort of chronic hom esickness, a lon g ­ 


ing foe the old hom e where I was born yon­ 
der amid the hills. 
Every season I g o back 
there, and for a brief tim e the hom esickness 
is allayed; but it soon returns again, and then 
I discover that it is a long ing for youth, for 
father and mother nnd for the old days on the 


farm w hich cannot return. 
The farm hoy never outgrows his love of 
the farm ; how its memories cling to him , 
how tho old scenes are interwoven w ith the 
very texture of his being ! 
Due can g o back 
to his natal spot, but how impossible to g o 
hack to the life he lived there, to resume 


again the days of his youth ! 
W hen I last visited the old home I w ent up 
on the Old Clum p, a nigh bald mountain, in 
the lap of w hich my father’s farm lay and 
where as a youth I had been scores oi tim es 
to salt the sheep or fetch them hom e. 
I 
drank at the cold spring just below the sum ­ 
mit where I had so often drank before and 
then I sat dow n upon a rock and mused up ­ 
on the landscape spread out at m y feet, 
llow unchang ed 10 my outward eye, but how 
changed to m y inward. 
From nearly every one of the dozens of 
homesteads w ithin my view, the old people 
whom 1 had known so w elt were g one, and 
a new generation had taken their places. 
There in the distance, 
its open door just 
visible.as a black spot, stood the little red 
sthooihouse where 1 went to school, and 
there through tho meadow below it m ean­ 
dered the little brook where we used to 
build ponds and swim and fish during the 
long sum m er noonings. 
In g oing to school 
we w ent a m ile or two "cross-lots.” nnd 
had to cross this stream. 
Once, when it was 
swollen bv a January thaw, in attem pting to 
leap ov er” it, I slipped and fell ray whole 
length in its icy current. 
And I do not re­ 
member as it g ave me a cold, or as 1 suffered 
any inconvenience from it except that of wet 
clothes m ost of the day. 
I suspect that I 
sprang out of the water so quickly that little 
more than m y icet and outer garments were 
much wetted. 
W e had a m ile and a half to go to school, 
part of the w av across a very windy hill, and 
during the severe blizzards of that hig h alti­ 
tude, I used to suffer a good deal from the 
co’d, frequently freezing my cars and once 
one c f my little fingers. 
But my feet suffered 
most encased in stiff cow-hide boots unpro­ 
tected by rubbers or aictics. 
Olten I would 
reach the school house with my hoots frozen 
us stiffly as if they were cast-iron. 
And the 
chilblains I suffered from, and the intolera­ 
ble itching of m y heels as they began to tlmw 
out on the approach of spring, is not pleas­ 
ant to think about. 
fill the age of about 13 I went to school 
winter and summer; but after that tim e m y 
help was needed on tho farm and I w ent to 
school only winters, 
Then I mastered Day- 
holi’s arithm etic and remember yet the ‘•sum” 
on the last pages of the book which w as con ­ 
sidered the toug hest problem of all—the sum 
of the hare and hound. 
What a w ilderness 
the book seem ed to the beginner; w ith w hat 
curious interest we used to look forward into 
"Tare and T ret,” "The Rule of Three," the 
‘‘Double Rule of Three,” etc., as to strange 
m ysteries iuto which we should by aud by be 
initiated. 
W hen about 15 I began the study of alg e­ 
bra and gram m er, and I recall what trouble I 
had to g et the hook. 
My father was a fairly 
prosperous farmer, but did not hold very lib­ 
eral ideas on the subject ot education. 
He 
thoug ht reading, 
w riting and 
arithm etic 
enoug h for his boys, and it proved enoug h 
for all hut me: I wanted an algebra. 
This 
was a new-fang led notion that father did not 
approve of. 
H e had never before lieaid of 
such a study and refused to get the hook, On 
Saturday, when I was g oing to the villag e on 
some errand, 1 labored with him the best I 
knew now — that is to say I "coaxed him ” all 
the m orning to allow me to buy an nlsebra. 
But he sternly refused, aud I started off with 
a heavy heart and wet eyes for the villag e. 
Mother was alw ays on tho side of her c h il­ 
dren and had vig orously seconded my request 
before I started. 
Before I g ot a quarter of a mile from the 
house and w hile vet in sig ht of it she made it 
so hot for m y father that he yielded and 
shouted to me that I m ig ht get the book. But 
m y blood was up and I resolved not to g et it 
until I could do so with my own m oney, 
which 1 was soon able to do. 
Sugar weather 
w as at baud: I tapped some trees and g ot 
some sm all cakes of very line sugar in the 
market early. 
These brought me m oney to 
buy this and other books, among them my 
first grammar. 
I had a kind father, but he had a w ay of 
say in i* “ no ” very loudly when bis heart was 


s a y i n g “ y es,” and often the more em phatic 
Uis denial the more we felt encouraged to g o 
on coaxing . 
H is firmness in refusing the re­ 
quests of his children was not deep-rooted 
and often made up in bluster what it really 
lacked in force. 
He was pretty sure to yield 
if we kept up the sieg e long euoug h,especial­ 
ly if mother joined in. 
A s I was the only member of the fam ily 
that show ed any aptitude for books, or as the 
country phrase was, "took to larnio, 
ray 
father’s fear with regard to me was that 1 
would finally com e out a Methodist minister. 
This would have been a great shock to him .as 
he belong ed to a sect very hostile to the M etho­ 
dists—nam elv the old-school Baptist®, w hich 


l o o k e d upon the free Salvationists with con­ 
tempt and disg ust. 
Oue of my earliest re­ 
membrances is of w itnessing the heated and 
often acrim onious debates between 
father 
and one of bis M ethodist neighbors upon the 
differences of their creeds. 
Many long w in ­ 
ter nig hts have I seen them w rang ling till 
late bedtim e, each bent u pon convincing the 
other of error but never succeeding. 
Both 
as old men died iu the faith they early espoused 
and both seem ed to have found it sufficient. 
Of m y literary tendencies father had no 
perception. 
It was a great departure from 
the traditions of the fam ily, and I suspect to 
the last lie had no appreciation of the ends I 
bad in view , or the results I achieved. U pou 
the subject of m y writing s he w as alw ays si­ 
lent. 
H e never read a page of m y inditing ? 
that I knew of, and his attitude toward this 
phase of m y career was always one of curious 
reticence. 
Hut I wiis told th&t when in his 
old age som e member of the fam ily show ed 
him m y picture in som e publication he was 
moved to tears. 
S itting there upon the Old Clum p and look ­ 
ing dow n upon the scene of his labors, the 
fields he cleared and improved and where the 
vigor of his manhood was spent, I think of 
him w ith unspeakable tenderness, and of 
mother too, who did even more than her 
share in the battle which they fou g ht to 
gether. 
. 
W hen I was 16 I had a strong dcs.re to go 
away for a term or tw o to a boarding school 
in an ad joining town.and was finally reinforc­ 
ed by m other’s reluctant consent. T he first and 
about the only ploug hing I did w as in Sep­ 
tember in g etting the farm so advanced that 
I could be spared. 
I worked dilig ently 
m any davs, cross-plowing I think it w as, 
g etting 
“ the 
ground 
ready 
for 
rye. 
But 
w hen 
the 
tim e 
came 
for 
me 
to 
g o, 
father 
changed 
his 
mind; 
he 
had been counting the cost, 
and found he 
could not afford it. 
Beside that none of the 
other children had such privileges, and I was 
no better than they were. It was * bitter di* 


appointm ent to me, but probably just as w ell 
for me that I did not g o. 
It threw me back 
on m y own resources, and made me deter­ 
mined to make the m ost of my hom e advan­ 
tages. 
I went that winter to the district school, 
studied hard, and in the spring felt qualified 
to teach such small fry us usually attend a 
summer school in the country. 
So I resolved 
to try teaching, and in April set out to look 
for a vacancy in an adjoining county. It was 
the first tim e I had ever seen a stage or rode 
upon one. 
I walked 10 m iles to the turnpike 
aud awaited the com ing of the coach. 
I w ell 
remember that I w as under considerable 
excitem ent during the hour I hung about 
the 
stage 
house 
in 
that 
little 
villag e. 
I 
was 
about 
to 
begin 
a 
40-mile 
journey in a public conveyance, and just 
how to deport m yself and just what would 
be expected of me as a passenger iu an im ­ 
posing four-horse stage coach, were impor 
taut questions. 
IIow sensitive is youth ! into 
what a flutter a trifling circum stance throws 
it I 
But I g ot along very w ell. 
The great 
chariot that rolled and thuudered so proudly 
through these sequestered valleys did not 
quite overwhelm me, but put me clown safe­ 
ly in the afternoon at ray destination. 
A fter looking about for a few days I 
found what I was in quest of—a district in 
want of a teacher and w illing to give me a 
trial. 
I returned hom e and then cam e back 
and began the school in tw o or three weeks. 
I engaged to teach for $10 the first month, 
and $11 thereafter for six m onths, if I suited, 
and "board around.” 
The trial month was 
satisfactory, aud I stuck to it for six months. 
1 bad never before been away from home but 
a few days at a tim e, and how hom esick I be­ 
cam e during some of those spring and sum ­ 
mer davs only few of m y readers can perhaps 
appreciate. 
But the end came at last, and 1 went back 
hom e iu the fall with over $50 in m y pocket, 
all of m y own earning. 
That winter I went 
to the seminary and paid m y own wav, aud 
learned and experienced m any thing s, and 
was better qualified to teach the same school 
again, which I eng ag ed to do the follow ing 
fall at just double niv former wages. 
Recently in driving through the country 
with m y horse and wag on. I w eut out of my 
w ay to look again upon the scenes of m y 
early experience in teaching a district school 
after an absence of over 30 years. 
IIow 
strange and m elancholy the country looked 
to m e—so much rougher aud poorer than I 
had thoug ht it to be! 
A nd the houses too, 
many of which were yet standing as I had 
left them—how sm all and poor they looked. 
Probably if they had possessed eyes I would 
have looked small to them also. 
We had all 
been young together, 
and w e krow that 
nothing magnitiea and exalts like youth. 
I knew all the old people whom I hud 
known were g one and many of the young er 
ones to« . 
I saw no face that I knew. 
Aes, 
there com es one of m y barefoot schoolboys, 
Alouzo Davis, the boy 1 had known so well. 
It quite startled me; the same open, bright 
blue eyes, short nose, .ound face and brisk, 
nonchalaut air—an exact copy of his father 
at that age. 
He passed by w ithout regarding 
m e, but how my eve dw elt upon him and 
how much he broug ht up before me of 
w hich he ln d no know ledg e. 
My Alonzo 
was a gray-haired man; I probably saw him 
in a field cutting corn, but in his hoy I again 
saw him exactly us he was a third of a cen­ 
tury before. 
The little red schoolhouse.quite unchanged 
so far as I could see, w ith what a sad curious 
interest 1 looked upou it ! 
The youth who had labored there and of 
whom 'I was thinking seemed like some son 
or young er brother, who bad long 
since 
passed away. 
W hat a lonely tim e he had 
of it; how constantly his thoug hts had 
flown 
buck to the 
home and 
the farm 
cradled in the bills where his father and 
mother were in the prim e of their days. 
Here I passed a road that led dow n under a 
hill where a poor fellow had lived and where 
his boarding round occasionally took him. 
One night as he turned over in bed the bed­ 
stead began to reel and sway like a ship » t 
sea, then presently g ave a lurch to one side 
and came down on the floor with a crash. 
But lie found him self inside the bed and even 
managed to pass the rest of the nig ht in tol­ 
erable comfort. 
1 was not much of a student ©f birds or na­ 
ture during those years. As a farm boy I had 
known all the com m on birds w ell and the 
fields passionately, but m y attention was not 
seriously turned to natural history till I was 
a man grown. But no one starts in the study 
of natural history with such advantages as lie 
hose youth was passed on the farm. He has 
already got a great d ia l of it in his bl&od and 
bones; lie has g rown 
up in rig ht relations 
with 
bird 
and 
lieast; 
the study 
com es 
natural to him . 
T he main thing s are a love 
of nature and sim ple tastes and 
who is so 
likely to have these as the boy from the 
farm ? 
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N ew s N otes. 
W hile Olliu Hutchinson, a farmer of New- 
Eenox, Mass.. nnd his hired man, Thom as 
Bullivan, were driving over the old wooden 
bridge crossing the H ousatonic River yester­

be­ 
came entangled with the harness and w ith 
both horses was drowned. 
Martin Y ag ens. of Little Falls, N . Y ., 
who on Saturday w ill celebrate his one hun­ 
dredth birthday, w as a soldier of W ashing ­ 
ton's army, and foug ht under the Iron Duke 
at Waterloo. 
Joshua F. Ross, w ho a few m onths ago 
murdered his uncle, George H ug hes, and on 
Monday last shot him self through the hend, 
died last night at Gloucester Court IIor.se, 
Va.

John Burroughs, naturalist aud author, 
whose home is in the town of Esopus, Ulster 
County, was horn iu a farm-house on a cross­ 
road fro.n the upper end of W est Settlement 
to Roxbury village, Delaware County, now 
owoed by IL J. 
Burroughs. 
John B ur­ 
roughs is the son of Chauncey Burroughs, 
and has brothels anil oilier relatives now liv­ 
ing in that vicinity. 
In 
Wide Awake Mr. 
Bul roughs writes about bis old home, under 
the caption of ‘‘A Glance Backward,” as fol­ 
lows : 
For 30 years or more I have been atlllcted 
with a sort of chronic homesickness, a long­ 
ing for Hie old home where I was born yon­ 
der amid the hills. 
Every season I go back 
thoro, and for u brief lime the bomesiekness 
is allayed; but it soon returns again, and then 
I discover that it is a longing for youth, for 
father and mother and for the old days outlie 
farm which cannot return. 
The form boy never outgrows bis love of 
the farm; how its memories cling to him, 
how tim old scenes arc interwoven with the 
very texture of his being I 
d u e can go bick 
to his natal spot, but how impossible to go 
back to the life lie lived there, to resume 
ugaiu tile days of bis youth ! 
W hen I lust visited the old home I went up 
on the Old Clump, a nigh bald mountain, in 
the lap of which my father’s farm lay and 
where as ti youth I had been scores ol times 
to *«lt the slim* or fetch t lieu* home. 
I 
drank at the cold spring just below the sum ­ 
mit where I had so often drank before arid 
then I sat down upon a rook and mused up 
on the landscape spread out ut my feet. 
How unchanged to my outward eye, but how 
changed to my inward. 
From nearly every one of the dozens of 
horn .'steads within my view, the old people 
w hom I had known so w elt were gone, and 
a m.-w generation hail taken their places. 
There iii the distance, its open door just 
visible ax u black spot, stood the little red 
si liooiliouse where I went to school, and 
tin re through tho meadow below it mean­ 
dered the lit11'* brook where we used to 
build ponds ami swim ami fish during (be 
long summer noonings. 
In going to school 
we went ii mile cr two “ cross-lots,” nnd 
bad to cross this sttcam. 
Once, when it was 
swollen bv u January thaw, in attem pting to 
leap over it, I kHpped and fell ray whole 
length in its icy current. 
And I do not re- 
memhcr as it gave me ii cold, or as I suffered 
any inconvenience from it except that of wet 
clothes most of the day. 
I suspect that I 
sprang out of the water so quickly that little 
more than my feet and outer garments were 
much wetted. 
We had a mile and a half to go to achoo), 
part of tile way across a very w indy hill, and 
during the severe blizzards of that high alti­ 
tude, I used to suffer ii good dial from lbs 
co’il, frequently freezing my car* and once 
one cf my little lingers. 
But my feet suffered 
most encased iii stilf cow-hide boots u ”pro 
tid e d by rubbers or at ct ie*. 
OI ten I would 
reach the school bouse widi my boots frozen 
as stiffly us if they were cast iron. 
And the 
chilblain* I suffered from, ami the intolera­ 
ble itching of my heels a* they began to tliuw 
out on the approach of spring, is not pleas 
ant to Blink about. 
rill the age of about 12 1 went to school 
winter and summer; but after that time my 
help wa* needed on Ilia farm and I went to 
school only winters, 
Then I mastered Bay­ 
b o l t arithm etic and remember vet the “ sum '' 
on the I ist pages of the book which was con 
tillered the toughest problem of all—the sum 
of the hare and hound. 
W hat a wilderness 
the Imok seemed lo Bis beginner; with what 
curious interest we used to look forward into 
•’Tare and T ret.” “ The Rule of Three,” the 
“ Double Rule of Three," etc , a* to strange 
mysteries into which we should by aud by be 
initiated, 
W hen about 15 I began the study of alge- 
br.i and grammer. and I recall what trouble I 
hail to get the liook. 
Mv father wa* a fairly 
prosperous fanner, lint did not hold very lib­ 
eral ides* OO the subject ol education, 
lie 
thought reading, 
writing and 
arithmetic 
enough for hi* boys. and it proved enough 
for nil but me; I wanted an algebra 
This 
w** a new Tangled notion that father did not 
approve of. 
lie had never before heard of 
such a study and refused to get the book, On 
Saturday, when I was going to the village on 
some errand, I la I Mired with him the best I 
knew now—that is lo say I “ coaxed him ” all 
Hie m orning to allow me to buy an altahr*. 
But he sternly refused, aud I started off with 
a heavy heart and wet oyes for the village. 
Mother wa* always on tl»2 side of lier chil­ 
dren and had vigorously seconded my request 
I ie fore I st a rte* I. 
Before I got a quarter of a mile from th* 
house and while vet in sight of it she made it 
so hut for my father Bint he yielded and 
shouted to me that I might get the book. But 
my blood was up and I resolved not to get it 
until I could do so with my own money, 
which I was soon able lo do. 
Buyar weather 
was ut haud; I tapped some tries and got 
some small cnke* of very tine sugar in the 
market early. 
These brought me money to 
buy this and other books, among them my 
(Bist grammar. 
I had n kind father, but lie had a way of 
saying “ no," very loudly when bis heart was 
saving “ ye*,” anil often the more emphatic 
hi* denial the more we felt encouraged to go 
oa coaxing. 
Hi* liminess in refusing the re­ 
quests of Iii* children was not deep rooted 
urn! often made up in bluster what it really 
lacked in force 
lie wa* pretty sure lo yield 
if we kept up the siege long euough,especial­ 
ly if mother joined in. 
As I wits the only m ender of the family 
that showed any aptitude tor books, or a* the 
country phrase was, “ look to larnln,” ’ my 
father’* fear with regard to me wa* that I 
would rtnallv come out a Methodist minister. 
This would have been a great shock to him .as 
he belonged to a nee* very hostile to the M etho­ 
dists— namely the old school Baptist*, which 
looked upon the free Salvationists with con­ 
tempt and disgust. 
Due of my earliest ne 
membrances I* of witnessing the heated and 
often acrimonious debates between father 
and on; of bis Methodist neighbors upon the 
differences of their creeds. 
Many long win­ 
ter nights have I seen them wrangling till 
late bedtime, each bent upon convincing the 
other of error but never succeeding. 
Both 
as old men died iu the faith they early espoused 
and both seemed to have found it sufficient. 
Of my literary tendencies father had no 
perception. 
It wa* a great departure from 
the traditions of the family, and I suspect to 
tbe last lie bad no appreciation of the ends I 
bad in view, or the results I achieved. Upou 
the subject of my writing* he was alwavs si­ 
lent. 
lie never read a page of ray inditing f 
that I knew of, and his attitude toward this 
phase of my career was always one of curious 
reticence "But I was told that when in his 
old age some member of the family showed 
him my picture in some publication he was 
moved to tears. 
Hitting there upon the Old Clump and look­ 
ing down upon the scene of his labors, the 
fields he cleared and improved aud where the 
vigor of his manhood was silent, I think of 
him with unspeakable tenderness, and of 
m other too, who did even more than her 
share in the battle which they fought to­ 
gether. 
W hen I was 19 I had a strong desire to go 
away for a term or two to a boarding school 
in an adjoining Iowa,and was finally reinforc­ 
ed by m other’s reluctant consent. The first and 
about the only ploughing I did was in Sep­ 
tem ber in getting the farm so advanced that 
I could be spared. 
I worked diligently 
many days, cross plowing I think it was, 
getting 
the 
ground 
ready 
for 
rye. 
But 
when 
the 
timf 
came 
for 
me 
to go, 
father 
changed 
his 
mind; 
he 
had been counting tbe cost, nod found he 
oould not afford it. 
Beside that none of tbe 
other children bad such privileges, and I was 
no better than they were. It wm « bitter dis­ 


appointment to me, but probably just as well 
for me that I did not go. 
It threw me back 
on my own resources, nnd made me deter­ 
mined to make the most of my home ad van 
(ages. 
I went that winter to the district school, 
studied hard, and in the spring felt qualified 
to teach such small fry us usually attend a 
summer school in the country. 
So I resolved 
to try teaching, and in April set out to look 
for a vacancy in an adjoining county. It wus 
the first lime I had ever seeu a stage or rode 
upon one. 
I walked IO miles to the turnpike 
and awaited the coming of the coach. 
I well 
remember that I wus under considerable 
excitement during Bis hour I hung about 
the 
stage 
house 
in 
that 
little 
village. 
I 
was 
about 
to 
begin 
a 
40 mile 
journey in a public conveyance, and just 
how to deport myself and just what would 
be expected of me us a passenger in an im ­ 
posing four horse stage coach, were im por­ 
tant questions. 
How sensitive is youth ! into 
what a flutter a trifling circumstance throw s 
it I 
But I got along very well. 
Tbe great 
chariot that rolled and thundered so proudly 
through these sequestered valleys did not 
quite overwhelm me. but put me down safe­ 
ly in the afternoon at my destination. 
After looking about for a few days I 
found what I was in quest of—a district in 
want of a teacher and willing to give me a 
trial. 
I returned home and Bien came buck 
and begun the school in two or three week*. 
I engaged to tench for |1 0 the first month, 
and |11 thereafter for six months, if I suited, 
and “ board around." 
The trial month was 
satisfactory, anil I stuck to it for six months. 
I had never before been away from home but 
a few days at a time, and how homesick I Im* 
came during some of those spring unil sum 
mer davs only few of my readers can perhaps 
appreciate. 
Bul the end cume at lust, and I weDt back 
home in tile fall with over |.T0 in my pocket, 
all of my own earning. 
T hat winter I went 
to the seminary and paid my own way, and 
learned and experienced many things, uud 
was better qualified to teacli the same school 
again, which I engaged to do the following 
full at just double mv former wage*. 
Recently in driving through the country 
with my horse and wagon, I went out of my 
way to look again upon the scenes of my 
early experience in teaching a district school 
after an absence of over 30 years. 
How 
strange and melancholy the country looked 
to me—so much rougher aud poorer than I 
had thought it to lie! 
And the house* too, 
many of w hich were yet standing as I had 
left them—how small nnd poor they looked. 
Probably if they had possessed ejes I would 
have looked small to them ulso. 
We bud all 
been young together, nnd we krow that 
nothing magnifier and exalts like youth. 
I knew all the old people whom I bad 
known were gone and many of the younger 
one* to#. 
I saw no face that I knew. 
Yes. 
there comes one of my barefoot schoolboys, 
Alonzo Davis, the boy I had known so well 
It quite startled me; the same open, bright 
blue eye*, short nose, .ournl face and brisk, 
nonchalant air—an exact copy of bis rallier 
ut that age. 
Lie passed by Wilhoit*, regarding 
mu. but how my eye dwelt upon him and 
how much he brought tip Im-fore me of 
which he Iud no knowledge. 
My Alonzo 
wus a gray haired mao; I probably saw him 
in a field cutting corn, but in Iii* boy I again 
saw bim exactly as he wa* a third of h cen­ 
tury before. 
The little red schoolhouse.quite unchanged 
so fur a* I could sec, w ith what a sud curious 
interest I looked upon it! 
The youth who had laltored there and of 
whom I ws* thinking seemed like some son 
or younger brother, who had long 
since 
passed ttway. 
W hat a lonely time he had 
of it; how constantly hi* thought* had 
flown buck to the home and the farm 
cradled in the bills where hi* fattier and 
m other were in the prime of their days. 
Here I pussed a mud that led down under a 
hill wlitre a poor fellow had lived and where 
his boarding round occasionally took him. 
One night us he turned over in bod the bed­ 
stead began to riel sod sw ay like a ship st 
sea, then presently gave a lurch to one side 
and came down nu the floor with a crash. 
But he found himself inside the bcd and even 
managed to pa** the rest of the night in tol­ 
erable comfort. 
I was not much of n student of birds or na 
lure during those years. A* a farm boy I bud 
know n all the common birds well trad tile 
field* passionately, but my attention w as not 
seriously turned to natural history till I wa* 
a man grown. But no one start* in the study 
of nstural history with such advantages as lie 
hose youth wa* passed on Hie farm. Ile Im* 
already got a great dial of it in his bl6od aud 
bones; lie has grown up in right relation* 
with bud 
and (wast; 
the study 
comr* 
natural to him. 
The main things arr a love 
of nature and simple taste* ami who is go 
likely to have these a* Hie boy from Hie 
farm T

John Burroughs, naturalist and author, 
whose home is in the town of Esopus, Ulster 
County, was boru iu a farm-liouse on a cross­ 
road from the upper end of West Settlement 
to Roxbury village, Delaware County, now 
owned by II. J. Burroughs. John Bur­ 
roughs is the son of Chauncey Burroughs, 
and has brothois and other relatives now liv­ 
ing in that vicinity. In Wide Awake Mr. 
Burroughs writes about his old home, uuder 
the caption of “ A Glance Backward,” as fol­ 
lows : 
For 39 years or more I have been afflicted 
witlt a sort of chronic homesickness, a long­ 
ing for the old home where I was bom yon­ 
der amid the bills. 
Every season I go back 
there, and for a brief time the homesickness 
is allayed; but it soon returns again, and then 
I discover that it is a longing for youth, for 
father and mother and for the old days on the 
farm which cannot return. 
The farm boy never outgrows Lis love of 
the farm; how ils memories cling to him, 
how the old scenes are interwoven with the 
very texture of liis being 1 Oue can go hick 
to his natal spot, but how impossible to go 
back to the lile he lived there, to resume 
again the days of his youth ! 
When I last visited the old home I went up 
on the Old Clump, a nigh bald mountain, in 
the lap of which my father’s farm lay and 
where us a youth I had been scores oí times 
to salt the sheep or fetch them home. 
I 
drank at the cold spring just below the sum­ 
mit where I had so often drank befare and 
then 1 sat down upon a rock and mused up­ 
on the landscape spread out at my feet. 
How unchanged to my outward eye, but how 
changed to my inward. 
From nearly every one of the dozens of 
homesteads within my view, the old people 
whom 1 had known so welt were gone, and 
a new generation had taken their places. 
There in the distance, ils open door just 
visible,as a black spot, stood the little red 
schooihouse where I went to school, and 
there through the meadow below it mean­ 
dered the little brook where we used to 
build ponds and swim and fish during tbe 
long summer noonings. 
In going to school 
wo went a mile or two ’•cross-lots,” and 
had to cross this stream. 
Once, when it was 
swollen by a January thaw, in attempting to 
leap over it, I slipped and fell ray whole 
length in its icy current. 
And I do not re­ 
member as it gave me a cold, or as 1 suffered 
any inconvenience from it except that of wet 
clothes most of the day. 
I suspect that I 
sprung out of the water so quickly that little 
more than my feet and outer garments were 
much wetted. 
We had a mile and a half to go to school, 
part of the wav across a very windy hill, and 
during the severe blizzards of that high alti­ 
tude, I used to suffer a good deal from the 
co’d, frequently freezing my cars and once 
one cf my little fingers. 
But my feet suffered 
most encased in stiff cow-hide boots unpro­ 
tected by rubbers or uielics. 
Otten I would 
reach the school house with my boots frozen 
as stiffly as if they were cast-iron. 
And the 
chilblains I suffered from, and the intolera­ 
ble itching of my heels as they began to thaw 
out on the approach of spring, is not pleas­ 
ant to think about. 
fill the age of about 12 I went to school 
winter and summer; but after that time my 
help was needed on the farm and I went to 
school only winters, 
Then I mastered Day- 
boll’s arithmetic and remember yet the ‘•sum” 
on the last pages of the book which was con 
¡dered the toughest problem of all—the sum 
of the hare and hound. 
What a wilderness 
the book seemed to the beginner; with what 
curious interest we used to look forward into 
fare and Tret,” "The Rule of Three," the 
Double Rule of Three,” etc., as to strange 
mysteries into which we should by and by be 
initiated. 
When about 15 I begau the study of alge­ 
bra and grammer, and I recall wlmt trouble I 
had to get the hook. 
My father was a fairly 
prosperous farmer, hut did not hold very lib- 
ral ideas on the subject ot education. 
He 
thought reading, 
writing and 
arithmetic 
enough for his boys, and it proved enough 
for all hut me; I wanted an algebra. 
This 
was a new-fangled notion that father did not 
approve of. 
He had never before heard of 
such a study and refused to get the book, On 
Saturday, when I was going to the village on 
some errand. 1 labored with him the best I 
knew now—that is to say I ‘‘coaxed him” all 
the morning to allow me to buy an algebra. 
But he sternly refused, aud I started off with 
a heavy heart and wet eyes for the village. 
Mother was always on the side of her chil­ 
dren and had vigorously seconded my request 
before I started. 
Before I got a quarter of a mile from the 
house and while vet in sight of it she made it 
so hot for my father that he yielded and 
shouted to me that I might get the book. But 
my blood wa3 up aud I resolved not to get it 
until I could do so with my own money, 
which 1 was soon able to do. 
Sugar weather 
was at haud; I tapped some trees and got 
some small cakes of verv tine sugar in the 
market early. 
These brought me money to 
buy this and other books, among them my 
first grammar. 
I had a kind father, but he had a way of 
saying “ no,” very loudly when bis heart was 
saying “ yes,” and often' the more emphatic 
his denial the more we felt encouraged to go 
on coaxing. 
His firmness in refusing the re­ 
quests of his children was not deep-rooted 
and often made up in bluster what it really 
lacked in force. 
He was pretty sure to yield 
if we kept up the siege long enough,especial­ 
ly if mother joined in. 
As I was the only memlier of the family 
that showed any aptitude for books, or as the 
country phrase was, ‘‘took to larniD, ” my 
father’s fear with regard to me was that 1 
would finally come out a Methodist minister. 
This would have been a great shock to him,as 
he belonged to a sect very hostile to the Metho­ 
dists—namelv the old-school Baptist®, which 
looked upon the free Salvationists with con­ 
tempt aDd disgust, 
One of my earliest re­ 
membrances is of witnessing the heated and 
ofteu acrimonious debates between father 
and one of bis Mpthodist neighbors upon the 
differences of their creeds. 
Many long win­ 
ter nights have I seen them wrangling till 
late bedtime, each bent upon convincing the 
other of error but never succeeding. 
Both 
as old men died in the faith they early espoused 
and both seemed to have found it sufficient. 
Of my literary tendencies father had no 
perception. 
It was a great departure from 
the traditions of the family, and I suspect to 
tbe last he had no appreciation of the ends I 
had in view, or the results I achieved. Upon 
the subject of my writings he was always si­ 
lent. 
He never read a page of my inditing ? 
that I knew of, and his attitude toward this 
phase of my career was always one of curious 
reticence. But I was told that when in his 
old age some member of the family showed 
him my picture in some publication he was 
moved to tcarR. 
Sitting there upon the Old Clump and look­ 
ing down upon the scene of his labors, the 
fieTds he cleared and improved and where the 
vigor of his manhood was spent, I think of 
him with unspeakable tenderness, and of 
mother too, who did even more than her 
share in the battle which they fought to 
gelher. 
When I was 10 I had a strong desire to go 
away for a term or two to a hoarding school 
in an adjoining town,and was finally reinforc­ 
ed by mother’s reluctant consent. The first and 
about the only ploughing I did was in Sep­ 
tember in getting the farm so advanced that 
I could be spared. 
I worked diligently 
many days, cross-plowing I think it was, 
getting 
the 
ground 
ready 
for 
rye 
But 
when 
the 
time 
came 
for 
me 
to go, 
father 
changed 
his 
mind; he 
hnd been counting the cost, and found he 
could not afford it. 
Beside that none of tbe 
other children had such privileges, and I wu# 
no better than they were. It was a hitter dis­ 


appointment to me, but probably just as well 
for me that I did not go. 
It threw me back 
on my own resources, and made me deter­ 
mined to make tbe most of my borne advan­ 
tages. 
went that winter to tbe district school, 
studied bard, and in the spring felt qualified 
to teach such small fry as usually attend a 
summer school in the country. 
So I resolved 
to try teaching, and in April set out to look 
for a vacancy in an adjoining county. It was 
the first time I had ever seen a stage or rode 
upon one. I walked 10 miles to the turnpike 
aud awaited the coming of the coach. 
I well 
remember that I was under considerable 
excitement during th* hour I hung about 
the stage house in that little 
village. 
was 
about 
to 
begin 
a 
40-mile 
journey in a public conveyance, and just 
how to deport myself and just what would 
be expected of me as a passenger in an im­ 
posing four-horse stage-coach, were impor­ 
tant questions. 
How sensitive is youth ! into 
what a flutter a trifling circumstance throws 
it I But I got along very well. 
The great 
chariot that rolled and thuudered so proudly 
through these sequestered valleys did not 
quite overwhelm me. but put me down safe­ 
ly in the afternoon at my destination. 
After looking about for a few days I 
found what I was in quest of—a district in 
want of a teacher and willing to eive me a 
trial. 
I returned borne and then came back 
and began the school in two or three weeks. 
I engaged to teach for $10 the first month, 
and $11 thereafter for six months, if I suited, 
and " board around.” The trial month was 
satisfactory, aud I stuck to it for six months. 
I had never before been away from home but 
a few days at a time, and how homesick I be­ 
came during some of those spring and sum­ 
mer days only few of my readers can perhaps 
appreciate. 
But tl>e end came at last, and 1 went hack 
homo in the fall with over $50 in my pocket, 
all of my own earning. 
That winter I went 
to the seminary and paid my own way, aud 
learned and experienced many tilings, and 
was better qualified to leach the same school 
again, which I engaged to do tbe following 
fall at just double my former wages. 
Recently in driving through the country 
with my horse and wagon. I went out of my 
way to look again upon the scenes of my 
early experience in teaching a district school 
after an absence of over 30 years. 
How 
strange and melancholy the country looked 
to me—so much rougher aud poorer than I 
had thought it to bei Aud the houses too, 
many of which were yet standing as I had 
left them—how small and poor they looked. 
Probably if they bad possessed eyes I would 
have looked small to them also. 
We had all 
been young together, and we kcow that 
nothing magnitieT and exalts like youth. 
I knew all the old people whom I bad 
ktiown were gone and many of the younger 
ones to». 
I saw no face that I knew. 
Yes, 
there comes one of my barefoot schoolboys, 
Alouzo Davis, the boy 1 had known so well. 
It quite startled me; the same open, bright 
blue eyes, short nose, .ound face and brisk, 
nouchalaut air—an exact copy of bis father 
at that age. 
He passed by without regarding 
me, but how my eye dwelt upon him and 
how much lie brought up before me of 
which lie hrd no knowledge. 
My Alonzo 
was a gray-haired man; I probably saw him 
in u field cutting corn, but in bis bo> I again 
saw bun exactly as he was a third of a cen­ 
tury before. 
The little red schooihouse.quite unchanged 
so far as I could see, with what a sad curious 
interest 1 looked upon i t ! 
The youth who had labored there and of 
whom I was thinking seemed like some son 
or younger brother, who bad long since 
passed away. 
What a lonely time he had 
of it; how constantly his thoughts had 
tlown buck to the borne and tbe farm 
cradled in the bills where his father and 
mother were in the prime of their days. 
Here I passed a road that led down under a 
hill whtre a poor fellow had lived and where 
his boarding round occasionally took him. 
One night as lie turned over iu bed the bed­ 
stead began to reel and sway like a ship at 
sea, then presently gave a lurch to one side 
anil came down on the floor with a crash. 
But he found himself Inside the bed and even 
managed to pass the rest of the night in tol­ 
erable comfort. 
1 was not much of a student of birds or na­ 
ture during those years. As a farm boy I had 
known all the common birds well and the 
fields passionately, but my attention was not 
seriously turned to natural history till I was 
a man grown. But no one starts in the study 
of natural history with such advantages as he 
whose youth was passed on the farm. He has 
already got a great deal of it in his bl&od and 
bones; lie has grown up in right relations 
with biid 
and beast; the study comes 
natural to him. The main things are a love 
of nature und simple tastes and who is so 
likely to have these as the boy from the 
farm ?

G c t h i h e , I. T., May 24.—The soldiers 
were yesterday called out for the first time 
since the opening of Oklahoma, and for sev­ 
eral hours Guthrie was practically under mar 
tial law. 
The meetings held every night for 
a week by the men who lust their lots through 
contests and by the opening of streets culmi­ 
nated in a riot yesterday. 
One of the best

Guthrie was awarded by the 
Board of Arbitration to a man named 
Driscoll, of Chicago. 
An old man named 
Diemer, of Kansas, occupied the front of the 
same lot with a tent. 
Driscoll erected a 
building on rollers, ready to shove to the 
front as soon as Diemer should vacate. 
Re­ 
cently the Council passed an ordinance em­ 
powering the Marshal to eject every pet sou 
whose claim for a lot had been re jected by 
the Arbitration Board. This put to execu­ 
tion 
would 
affect 
over 
1,000 
per­ 
sons. 
The 
City 
Government 
made 
a test case of the Driscoll Diemer contest. 
The Marshal proceeded to remove Diemer 
and liis tent. 
Immediately a mob of 1.200 
men collected and drove the Marshal away. 
The mob was about to attack the City Hall 
when Captain Cavanaugh arrived upon the 
the scene and dispersed them, after which I lie 
City authorities resumed the work of eject­ 
ing Diemer. 
Diemer fought like a tiger and 
had to be dragged from his tent to the street. 
Driscoll’s building was rolled forward. 
The 
mob attempted to tear the house to pieces, 
but by this time the City authorities were 
able to repulse the angry men without the aid 
of soldiers. 
Last night soldiers guarded the 
principal streets, and more trouble is antici­ 
pated when the work of ejectment is again 
begun. 


P R O S P E C T IV E RAILROAD ALLIANCE. 


V a n d e r b ilts M ay S e c u r e th e C o n tr o l o f th e 
S t. P a u l C o m p a n y .

C h ic a g o , May 24.—A morning paper says: 
A bit of last year’s gossip concerning a pros­ 
pective alliance of the Chicago & North-West­ 
ern atul the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroads has been revived. The story goes 
that the Vanderbilts, who now control the 
North-Western, will secure a controlling in­ 
terest in the St. Paul Company, and without

A man who stands close to the Vanderbilt 
party is reported to have said that the plan 
which will probably be decided upon, is to 
have the St. Paul and the Chicago & North- 
Western system operated much in the same 
manner that the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Central are operated.
